Bugene Sue is dead. The brilliant meteor, 
whose apparition in the horizon once dazied so 
many eyes in each hemisphere, hae at length 
fallen. He was not a maa to be followed to his 
last home with earnest funeral commendation. 
His character on that force of princiy le 
essential to anity of purpose and a consistent 
career. Professing an ardent love of human- 


A he was the most self-indalgent of mortais. 


vehement diatribes againsi the selfishness 
and luxury of the age date from an abode which 
reflected the splendors of Sardanapalus. De- 
voted to the cause of the people, his habits 
were those of a volupt rat. 
His pen glowed with vitality in the portraiture 
of social justice; his heart was deadened by a 
course of extravagant living. Sue was the son 
of a celebrated French surgeon, who won dis- 
tinction in the army of Napoleon durin 
Russian campaign. He was born in Batic 
Dec. 10, 1804, avd at his baptism the Empress 
J osephiue and the Prince Eugene Beaubarnais 
officiated as sponsors. Having completed his 
preparatory education, he followed the exam- 
rie of his father, and entered the army as sur- 
geon, in which capacity he served in Spain ia 
1823, and was present at the stormieg of Cadiz 
and the capture of Trocadero and Tarifa. The 
next.yeur he entered foto the maval service and 
made several voyages to the West Indies, In 1827 
be went to Grecce and was present at the battle 
of Navarino. He then withdrew from the ser- 
viee, and devoted himself for a time to the sta- 
dy of painting,cspecially of marine picces. His 
first novel, written at the aclicitation of his 
friends to embody his experience of travel in a 
book, was called “ Kernoch the Pirate.”” It met 
with moderate suceess and encouraged him te 
make further experiments with hispen. “ Atar 
Gali ” appeared in 1831, and the “Salamander” 
in 1832. He then tarned his hand to history, 
aad wrote aa aecount of the French navy ua- 
der Louis XIV .,which.was published in five vol- 
umes in 1835- 37. after an interval of about 
six years, rye which he wrote several pop- 
ular fictions, his famons “ 
was issued from ed press and at once gave him 
a high modern reach novelists. 
The ew,” whieh was first pub- 
Hehed in 1845, produced a profound impression 
und was widely read and translated into seve- 
ral different languages.
